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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in page 7 that Fornes teaches 
away from the present invention because it relies on a fixed low initial data rate and there is no suggestion to connbine the teachings of 
Fornes and Rasanen. Examiner respectfully disagrees. First of all, Fornes teaches a system that changes or negotiates a new data rate 
during transmissions even though the system starts with a low fixed initial data rate according to a number of conditions, Fornes does 
not disclose that the rate negotiation being performed before transmission begins. Rasanen discloses a technique for negotiating an 
optimum data rate before the transmissions begin, therefore, the capacity of the system can be optimized. Further, even though. Fornes' 
system is operable according to STANAG 5066 standard, the standard can be modified to get maximum results. And since the rate 
negotiations are well known, as taught by Rasanen. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to 
include the feature of negotiating an optimized data rate before transmissions begin to maximize system's efficiency. Applicant further 
argues in page 8, that LQA values and quality command signals are not utilized to negotiate the data rate. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Fornes discloses using LQA values and quality command signals to negotiate a new data rate during transmissions therefore 
it would have been obvious to use LQA values and quality command signals to negotiate a data rate before transmissions begin in 
accordance with STANAG 5066 standard. 
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
